THE TROUBLE AT MACAO. 
The following detailed aocount of what has 
taken place st Macao in connection with the 
Samsha Farm is from the Mucaease:— 

Aftor, suocessiva, patitions prosénted by the 
Chinese to. td Municips! Chamber. praying for 
the abolition of the new farm’ for the sale of 
Chincso wine (diu-put|, a complete calin soti in, 
as though all agitation bad subsided aud the 
mind of, the populace settled. -Sudiitily, on 
the 19th instant, a ramoar wont ofluat that 
a gouoral strike omoug the Chidese was 
going to take placs on the following day. 
so that there was great activity in the market 
shops, to which people flocked to lay in a stock 
of the necessaries of life. It was then found 
that the Chinese, whe having bean probibited 


from. meeting together without first having | 


given notice to the compets't authorities, had 
meetings on the opposite island of Lappa, 
where a decision to make a strike wos 
arcived, ut. On the inorning of the 20th 
instant, the strike, which took many poople by 
surprise, beeamo an accoraplished fact, In the 
annals of the history of Macao there bes not 
boon astrike so genoral as this. All Chineso 
shops were olosed. Tho Fantan, Woising aud 
Pak-kop:pin gambling’ bouses only remained 
open, but even these were not frequented by their 
usnal visitors, The Administrator of the Coan- 
vil, accompanied by a emall detachment of police, 
went along some of the streets and compelled 
some riey shops to open their doors, but the 
price they asked for rice was exorbitant. Some 
farmers of other commoditios, especially tha 
Chinaman Lu-cay, seeing their inittornsta in great 
jeopardy, and the peace disturbed, obtaiaed 
permission from th® Geverontent to- hold a 
meeting.in the Chineso hospital in order to oon- 
sider what steps should be adopted under the 
ciroumstances. The meoting took place at 
goon on the 2ist.. Thera wore present the 
Protector of Chiness, the chief interpretor 
(Sr. Nolaseo da Silva}, and about ‘fifty, of the 
privcipal Chinese merchants and leading mon 
of tho difforont industries of Macao, and Sr. 
Noronha, proprietor of the Macaense, The discus- 
on went ou peacefully and the mgating resolved 
thot tho potition for the abolition of the farm 
be presented to the Governor afresh, asking him 
at tho samo time not to impose new taxes, ‘The 
large crowd of Chinese who collested- ground the 
hospital, eager to know the resgit of the moot- 
ing, then began to show signa of their impatience 
by making a great noise. Some of the Chinese 
merchants, with the view of prcitying the orowd, 
wentoutside. and informed therm that the matter 
would be satisfactorily settled: in their favour, 
upon which the crowd oried out that they wanted 
the immediate abolition of the farm. At the 
same time a shower of stones, tiles, and other 
missiles bogan to fall sbont the place, and tho 
meotingwas dissolved. The Procurador, the 
interpreter, as well a8 the others, including two 
Relloonen, ‘had to beat a retreat throngh 2 back 
loor of .the Hospital. The Ist. battalion of 
infantry was ordered immadiately ‘afterwards to
